Congressman F, Bradford 
Morse has called on President 
Johnson to mount an inter-agency 
attack off the long-range problem 
caused by the persistent North 
east drought, 

In a letter to the White House, 
Morse suggested that the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Bureau 
of Fisheries, the Fish and Wildlife. 
Service and the Office of Saline 
Water in the Department of the 
Interior work on anintegrated sys« 
tems approach for the desalination 
of sea water, 

Morse said, “systems engineer= 
ing has contributed mightily to U.S, 
progress in the electronics and 
related industries, principally in 
Massachusetts, This approach can 
be applied to the problem of persis- 
tent drought,”” 

The Congressman pointed out 
that ‘‘we have recognized the two- 
pronged nature of our researchef= 
fort in this field; combining de= 
salination and the production of 
power, but there is further room 
for the application of the systems 
approach,”’ 

Morse recommended a combined 
research effort that. would en« 
courage desalination, the produc= 
tion of power, and the use of the 
waste product for the development 
of fish and other aquatic life in a 
controlled area, 

**All of the technology for such 
an effort is apparently available 
now,”’ Morse said, ‘‘but it has not 
yet been combined into anintegra- 
ted system.,”’ 

‘“‘Clearly this is a long-range 
effort,"* Morse commented, ‘but 
the price we will pay for failing 
to explore every possible avenue 
to alleviate drought is far too high,

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A Piece Of Luck 

The now-to-be-acquired Shorten garage property on 
Bartlet and Park Sts. will be one of two sites considered 
in the final arguments over the location of a new town 
hall. 

If you didn’t get this from the muddled discussion at 
Monday’s special town meeting, small wonder. The intri- 
cate, though scarcely artful, maneuvering from both the 
platform and the floor obscured what boils down toa 
delightfully simple set of facts’: 

1. The majority of the Board of Selectmen (Messrs. 
Allen, Collins and Cronin) have come to the apparently 
unalterable conclusion that the new town hall must be 
built either on a portion of the Main Street municipal 
parking lot or within the present Town Hall block, incor- 
porating the Shorten land. 

2. Members Watters and Stewart hold to the position that 
the single most logical location for the office building is 
to the rear of the town’s parking lot. 

None of this was supposed to get mixed into the floor 
discussion of the Shorten purchase article. The point was 
to convince town meeting that the Planning Board was 
right in its contention that Andover should control the 
future use of this Strategically located, mid-town property 
abutting town land. To lose Sight of this central point by 
unleashing an emotional rehashing of the town hall issue 
would be, in the view of officials, deadly, 

Consideration of the plot as a partial town hall site 
was to come later, after an architect could be called in to 
evaluate the two sites in balance and rate them architec- 
turally and aesthetically. 

The Selectmen were ready with a statement to this 
effect, one that would indicate their split attitudes and 
spell out their plans. It was to be read in case the town 
hall question arose — but things got out of hand. The 
Taxpayers Assn., completely familiar with the thinking 
behind this Strategy, nevertheless chose to tip the apple 
cart by proposing a rider that would preclude erection of 
a town hall on a site incorporating the Shorten land. This 
unleashed what amounted to a minority statement from 
Selectman Stewart rejecting in advance the idea of the 
Shorten area and so it went. 

We have been tolerant in our treatment of the Board of 
Selectmen through the months of Site speculation. To be 
close to the center of the fire is to feel the heat that such 
a topic generates and to appreciate the long, tedious time 
that goes into the making of a decision that will never in 
a million years be accepted gratefully by more than a 
handful of the town’s less diligent citizenry. 

We sympathize with those 
have had to reject sentimental favorites for less costly 
alternatives and envy Bob 
that he has been right all along to favor the parking lot, 
no matter how tempting the array of possibilities, From 
our vantage point, it has looked more complicated than 
that. 

But sympathetic or not, we blame the Selectmen for the 
confusion that prevailed Monday. We do not plead for 
unanimity — the board is fast-becoming notorious for its 
inability to reach full accord on anything but universally 
non-controversial subjects. We do, however, believe that 
the board would have been wise to present a Single, 
succinctly worded statement incorporating both majority 
and minority opinions on the Site question and spelling out 
its plans for a solution. Such a direct approach, taken the 
minute the question of the town hall was injected into the 
Shorten property discussion could have eliminated the 
prevalent impression that the board must be forced to 
reveal its thinking, 

Somehow, in spite of it all, the voters managed to 
grasp the pojnt and accept the major premise . . . that the 
town should acquire the Shorten garage. What a piece of 


luck! 


What Now? 


Make no mistake about it, the Board of Selectmen is 
fully responsible for the decision about where to put the 
Town Hall so long as it sticks to the use of land already 
owned or cleared for acquisition by the town. 

The Board has been more than patient in its attention 
to the varied opinions of the populace, but nobody is 
more aware than its members how totally the final job is 
theirs, 

The subject is now a dead horse. We urge the Board 
and the manager to move quietly and quickly toward the 
selection of an architect and the ultimate selection of a 
site, 

All it takes is guts.

After the rape of the lovely 
wooded site on which the high 
school is to be planted, the syme= 
bol of Andover should be changed 
from the Indian to the bulldozer, 
Throughout this country we have 
trying to devastate natural 
resources as fast as possible, and 
Andover is only fortunate that it 
has so much that it hasn't been 
totally wrecked by now, The 
strange thing is that in Andover, 
where citizens go to so much 
trouble to improve their proper= 
ties with plantings of al] sorts, 
that the attitude concerning public 
property is one of neglect or 
wholesale destruction, as at the 
new high school, 

The emphasis in architecture 
throughout the centuries is the 
marriage of the building to the 
site, People pay more money for 
beautifully wooded sites with 
pleasant terrain, It seems incon= 
ceivable that any architect, given 
a beautiful site to work with would 
allow it to be completely leveled, 
Even if Andover has so little love
